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Continuation of 3. The changes made to the language of claims 1 and 19, regarding a first donut-shaped piece containing a central 
opening with at least one locking pin opening and preventing rotation of the donut-shaped locking piece except in combination with the 
geared core winder by locking the key locking pins into the key openings, is an example of a new issue requiring further consideration 
and/or search. Note, the amended claims 1 and 19, filed on 4/20/06, have 1 12 2 nd issues and claim objections. For example, in claim 1 , 
line 8, "the central opening" is indefinite and vague. Since there are two central openings, first donut-shaped piece 18 and the generally 
donut-shaped locking piece 10, examiner is not sure which central opening is being referred to by the applicant. Furthermore, each 
terminology presented in amended claims should correspond to the amended specification. For example, the donut-shaped locking 
"piece" has been changed to "mechanism" in the amended specification. However, the applicant elects to recite the donut-shaped locking 
"piece" throughout the claims, which is inconsistent with the amended specification. 
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
